Barbers’ Union Determines That 
Shops Must Close on Sab- 
bath After May 26. 


‘ The journeymen barbers have cailed 
‘next’? on the fellow who defers until 
Sunday the tonsorial embellishments 
that ought to receive attention Saturday 


or some other day. 

The local union has begun a fight to 
close the 1300 St. Louis shops every Sab- 
bath, beginning May 26, and employers 
pave been notified to obey the State law 
or take the consequences in court. 

At a meeting of the union in Light- 
stones Hall, Eleventh street and Frank- 
lin avenue, Monday night, 3825 of the 500 
members of the union voted almost to a 
man for the enforcement of the Sunday 
law. It will affect 3000 employers and 
journeymen. 

President Stewart of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners has promised J. C. 
Shanessy, secretary of the local unfon, 
that he will instruct the police to arrest 
every barber who attempts to do busi- 
ness on Sunday after May 26. 

The shops of East St. Loyis will be 
closed May 5 and each Sunday after 
that date, through an agreement be- 
tween the employers and members of 
the Barbers’ Union. 


Criminal Correction Judge Moore de- 
cided that a shave and a haircut were 
necessities and not subject to the pro- 
visions of the Sunday law.

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 30.—On the 
charge of pouring oil over a dog and 
setting fire to it, Grace Wilson, a well- 


known young woman nere, was fined 
$100,and costs in the Police Court this 
morning. She acknowledged the deed 
of cruelty*and asked the merey of the 
Court, claiming that she had been suf- 
fering from nervousness and was ex- 
tremely angry at the time. Judge Riley 
said the act. was one of the most cruel 
that had ever come to the attention of 
the Police Court and tnat he would in- 
flict the extreme penalty of the law.

‘ERNST GOES TO EUROPE. 


He Is Still the Leader of the 
Choral-Symphony Orchestra. 


Alfred Ernst, now on his way to 
Europe. is still leader of the Choral- 
Symphony Orchestra. He left St. Louis 
Monday night to be away five months, 
at the end of which period, he says, he 
will return to St. Louis. 

A few hours before Ernst’s departure 
the Executive Committee of the Choral- 
Symphony Society met at Bollman’s 
music store, but no action was taken as 
to the leadership of the orchestra. 

A member of the committee made the 
statement that next year’s concerts de- 
pend wholly upon the support which the 
people of St. Louis will give to the 
Choral-Symphony Society. 

It was decided to give eight instead 
of six concerts, for the same money, in 
addition to the popular concerts during 
the winter, if a sufficient guarantee is 
obtained by subscription and endow- 
ment. For the endowment, the society 
has estimated taat a sum of $200,000 is 
necessary, on which the interest at 5 
per cent would be $10,000 vearly. This 
is in addition to the money which will 
be derived from the sale of tickets. 

Every effort will be made to induce 
subscription at once and a circular letter 
will be sent out in a few days asking 
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for substantial expression of the pub- 
lic attitude toward lending support to 
the organization. This, the chairman 
of the committee stated, is the issue 
upon which a continuance of the Cho- 
ral-Symphony concerts depends. 

Friends of Nahan Franko of New 
York are urging that he be selected to 
succeed Ernst.

Any attempt of any combination of 
persons to obtain more land-than. the 
tegal limit named is treated by the 
Statutes as a conspiracy to defraud. It 
ix punishable by a fine from $1000 to 
$10,000, and by imprisonment for not 
more than two years. 

During the preliminary investigation, 
which has been carried on in the Fed- 
eral building, a number of the deputies 
of former Sheriff Patrick H. Clarke 
are known to have been summoned as 
witnesses. It .is said that more than 
5000 acres of the coal land was claimed 
by men who were Clarke's subordinates 
during his two-year term. : 

One deputy sheriff told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday that he remem- 
bered, signing a paper of some kind 
some time ago, but did not know it 
was a claim for any coa land. He was 
summoned before the investigators and 
told them all he knew of the affair. 

“We used to have to sign all kinds 
of papers and I guess if they have my 
name I wrote it, but I -don’t remember 
anything about it now,” he _— said. 
“Clarke was Sheriff then, and he is 
supposed to have had the blanks.’’ 

Denies Any Conspiracy. 

Former Sheriff Clarke was seen by 
a Post-Dispatch reperter at his office, 
229) Olive street. He is local manager 
for a disinfectant company. He denied 
that there wa sanything improper in 
the part he took in the claims. He 
said the blanks were given —-to 
a friend, and that there was naothing 
irregular in his deputies offering to 
take a claim each if they saw fit to do 
so.

TEALOUS JUROF 
CAUSES DELAY 


De Massey Case May Result in 
Mistrial Because He Visited 
Scene of Shooting. 


Spe “al to the Post-Dis atch. 

NEW YORK, April 30.—Excessive 
zeal by a juror in the murder trial of 
Mme. De Massey, now proceeding in 
the criminal branch of the Supreme 
Court, caused an abrupt adjournment 
of the trial yesterday and may result 


in a mistrial. Mme. De Massey, who is 
reputed in some quarters to be a 
baroness, is —-_ with having fa- 
tally shot Gustav Simon, a waist manu- 
facturer, last November in his office -:n 
a Broadway business building. A dis- 
pute over the week's pay is alleged to 
have led to the man’s death. 

The juror, wnose absorption in the 
case caused summary action by Justice 
Blanchard, who 1s presiding over the 
case, is George W. Guernsey, a book- 
keeper. Without asking the permission 
of the Court, or being accompanied by 








any fellow jurors, he visited the scene ) 
of the alleged crime and examined a 
stairway there. Justice Blanchard had 
to adjourn court to consult authorities 
before deciding whether the trial can 
go on under tnese circumstances. 


Told of Visit Himself. 
Guernsey's action was learned by the 
rather startled Court from the juror 
himself. A policeman was on the stand 
testifying to h. finding on a stairway 
in the Broadway building the revolver, 


with which, it is alleged, Mme. De 
Massey shot Simon. Guernsey, who 
had questioned other. witnesses, sud- 
denly put a question to the policeman 
about this stairway, and before the 
witness could answer volunteered the 
information that he was familiar with 
the stairwsy because he had looked it 
over. 

“You had no business to go there at 
all,’ said Justice Blanchard sternly to 
the juror. Guernsey asked permission 
to make a statement, but his request 
was refused. 

“No,” said Justice Blanchard sharply, 
“IT do not want any statement. [I do 
not know what effect your action may 
have on this case, though.”

Three Men at Work in Ceme- 
tery Frightened Away 
by Woman.

Graveyard Used by Madison 
County (Ill.) Farm Invaded 
for Unknown Purpose. 


Looking out from her kitchen window, 
at dawn across a graveyard 
shrouded in the damp mist hovering 
over it just before the sun came up, 


Mrs. Lena Langwish of Edwardsville 
saw something that thrilled her with a 


nameless horror. 
Three men were digging among the; 


graves. They had spades and they were 
turning over the dank mold. The light 
of a lantern sitting on one of the graves 
lit their faces with a spectral glare and 
threw long, eerie shadows which moved 
about in the branches of the trees like 
dark spirits of the air. 

Breathless from terror, Mrs. 
Wish gazed at the _ strange 
in the graveyard. For 
minutes she was unable 
Then one of the men picked up 
the lantern and blew it our. This 
broke the spell. Mrs. Langwish threw 
open the door and ran out on the porch. 

The men saw her and ran, leaving 
their spades behind them. Two of them 
carried a burden wrapped in a 
white cloth. They disappeared in the 
graveyard mist before Mrs. Langwish 
could follow. 

Warned the Police. 

When she had recovered from her 
first shock of fright Mrs. Langwish ran 
to the home of her nearest neighbor, 
Mrs. Otto Wolf, and told what she had 
seen. Mrs. Wolf told her that the men 
had called at her house an hour be- 
fore and had borrowed a shade. 
Together the women waite until the 
sun was well up and then /otifled the 
Edwardsville police. 
Mrs. Langwish says two of the men 
were dressed in black and that the third 
wore a light overcoat and a gray Fedora 
hat. They all kept their collars turned 
up while working in the graveyard. 
Inquiry showed that three men had 
hired a surrey in Edwardsville at 3 a. 
m. Sunday, saying they were going to 
drive to Pogue. At 6:30 a. m. they 
drove up to the livery stable in a gal- 
lop, their horse covered with foam. 
They remained there only long enough 
to pay for the rig and then hurried 
away, taking with them a long bundle 
wrapped in white. / 
One of the men told Mrs. Wolf he 
had been sent from Bloomington to un- 
earth the stone marker which shows 
the boundary of the McKinley electric 
system's right.of way. Officials of the 
company say no one was sent on such 
an errand.

RUSSIAN HOUSE I 
A STORMY SESSION 





ing Savage Attack on Army 
by Socialists. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 30.—Follow- 
ing a savage attack on the army by 
M. Zuraboff, Socialist, yesterday, an 
open break has cqme between the min- 
isters and the Duma. A dissolution of 
the House threatened for a time and 
in the end the Socialists quit the hall. 

M. Zuraboff declared that under an 
autocratic regime the army was worth- 
less, excepting when it was used against 
the people, and that it was badly 
beaten every time it engaged in a for- 
eign war. The ministers thereupon 
withdrew from the House and served 
an utNmatum upon President Golovin 
that unless the offensive expressions 
were retracted and the rule for tem- 
porary suspension applied against M. 
Zuraboff, they would sever all future 
relations with the Duma. 

M. Golovin was unable to have the 
demand complied with, as the radicals 
supported their colleague solidly, and 
the Poles refused to vote. The suspen- 
sion and formal rebuke of M. Zuraboff, 
however, was pronounced by the presi- 
dent of the lower chamber, but this 
failed to satisfy the ministers, who sub- 
sequently ordered the government's ex- 
perts to withdraw from the evening ses- 
sion of the budget commission. 
Immediately after adjournment Pre- 
mier Stolypin summoned an extraordi- 
nary session of the cabinet, which ap- 
parently .brought matters to an issue 
between the premier and the _ reac- 
tionary members of his ministry. What 
transpired is not known, but at mid- 
night Premier Stolypin summoned M. 
Golovin and informed him that the inci- 
dent had caused serious friction in the 
cabinet. He hoped, however, a way 
would be found tomorrow to arrange 
matters without fatal consequences to 
the Duma. 
The early discussion of the army bill 
in the Duma today was stormy, but 
the culmination came at 6:30 p. m., 
when M. Zuraboff made his speech. 
President Golovin, when he had re- 
stored things to a semblance of order, 
attempted to explain away Zuraboff’s 
words as a criticism of the old army 
under the old regime, both of which 
had passed away. He then suspended 
the session for 10 minutes in order to 
allow the passions of the members to 
cool. 
The recess was protracted for almost 
two hours while a series of weighty 
conferences were being held and reports 
were telephoned to Stolypin and the Em- 
peror. Finally Lieutenant-General Ru- 
diger, Minister of War, announced the 
mintsteria] ultimatum, adding that the 
Emperor would never stand such insults 
to himself and the army. 

Socialists Leave Hall. 
When the house reassembled M. Golo- 
vin announced that, owing to the tu- 
mult, he had not clearly understood the 
purport of Mr. Zuraboff’s remarks, and, 
after having read the _  stenographer’s 
report, he found the reflections upon the 
army unparliamentary and inadmissable 
in debate.

District Court in the packers’ rebate cases, the 
United States Court of Appeals makes it clear 
that no rebates or special rates can be allowed 
on either domestic or foreign shipments, or, under 
aggregates or just rates on foreign shipments. No 
rate less than the filed and published rate is per- 
missible. No criminal intent except that of doing 
an act in violation of the law need be shown. 
The Elkins act is broadly interpreted and af- 
firmed to be valid against any concession under 
the established rates obtained by “any device 
whatsoever.” Rebating in any form tis punisha- 
ble.

verdict was rendered. 

The McNamara case resembled the Thaw case 
in that while the formal plea was based on Jjustifi- 
cation under the written law, the actual plea 
was the unwritten law. His attorneys pleaded 
that, under the influence of a brain storm, brought 
on by the discovery of misconduct on the part of 
his wife, McNamara was irresponsible at the 
time the crime was committed. It differed from 
the Thaw case in the fact that McNamara is a 
poor man and no expert alienists were called to 
the witness chair to elaborate theories of insanity 
and to answer long hypothetical questions. But 
it offered opportunities for delay. 

With the best available legal talent defending 
him, McNamara was convicted and was sentenced 
to the Penitentiary for 15 years, the jury taking 
the natural anger excited by the circumstances as 
a mitigating factor. In this case there is no 
ground for complaint of delay in reaching a con-’ 
clusion, nor of sentiment in determining the ver- 
dict. One week is not an excessive length of time 
in which to try a man for his life on the chargé 
of murder. The fault—when murder trials are 
over prolonged and are turned into spectacular 
contests of skill and cunning between lawyers, in- 
stead of plain, straight proceedings to determine 
the guilt or innocence of the accused—is not with 
the law, but with the court.
